NEW YORK (NJP) — 
There are 98,000 mixed mar- 
riages involving Jews in the 
United States, a survey in 





the Christian Herald has 
revealed. 
Of these marriages, 57,- 


000 are between Protestants 
and Jews and 41,000 between 
Roman Catholics and Jews. 

In comparison, the survey 
listed 1,258,000 marriages in 
which both partners are 
Jewish, for a 7.2 per cent 
ratio of marriages which 
are mixed. 

The report of the survey 
also shows that marriages 
between Protestants and Ro- 
man Catholics totaled 2,255, 
000; non-mixed Protestant 
marriages, 29,916,000, and 
non-mixed Roman Catholic 
marriages, 8,361,000.

“It is no secret,” Rabbi Ru- 
din went on, “that the pendulum 
of the relation between’ the 
UAHC and the College-Institute 
has for some years swung in an 
uneasy are between precarious 
armistice and hardly concealed 
divisiveness.” 

“REFORM JUDAISM cannot 
afford the instability of uncer- 
tain peace nor the luxury of 
unamiable controversy,” he said.

“SO THERE is no taking 
sides,” the rabbi noted, “be- 
cause there is only one side, the 
side of an ever-strengthened Re- 
form Judaism.” 

The CCAR president told his 
colleagues that Reform rabbis 
are not supporting the Com- 
bined Campaign for Reform 
Judaism (which supports both 
the UAHC and HUC-JIR) “as 
freely as we might.” 


“WE HAVE NOT always been 
as ready as we should have 
been to give impact and im- 
mediacy to the Combined Cam- 
paign in our _ congregations. 
Sometimes, men have feared 
that emphasis on the Combined 
Campaign would interfere with 
some local congregational drive 
in progress or that it would 
drain off funds from another 
project, necessary and vital,” he 
added. 

“The fear is unfounded,” the 
rabbi declared. 

“THE FACT Is,” ” he said, 
“that in the year 1956-57, 384 
rabbis contributed to the Com- 
bined Campaign. In this year’s 
campaign, 1957-1958, 381 rabbis 
have either contributed or have 
indicated their intention to con- 
tribute. 

“This means that in the past 
two campaigns only a little 
more than 50 per cent of our

support to the Combined Cam- 
paign. No comment is neces- 
sary,” he added. 

RABBI RUDIN stated that the 
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CCAR’s “administrative struc- 
ture” is “antiquated.” 

“I saw an antiquateq adminis- 
trative structure, with many 
committees that were not man- 
ned by personnel, but merely 
loaded with names. I saw some 
committees graced with the same 
names year after year. There 
was an aura of changelessness 
about our commitee structure, 
yea, even a sanctity which we 
have not accorded the biblical 
text itself. It seemed to me that 
some criticism, both higher and 
iower, was in order,” he said. 


RABBI RUDIN also lamented 
the fact that Reform rabbis are 
“slaves to the appointment 
book.” 

“We are a harassed group,” 
he declared. “The demands up- 
on us are as incredible as they 
are ceaseless. . . . The time for 
study, for inner renewal, for 
contemplation, for self-examina- 
tion ang the search for our own 
true meaning — for these there 
is no time.” 

THE CCAR would do well to 
hold “extended deliberation” on 
the need for a Reform code of 
practice or a ritual guide, the 
rabbi said, 

“Perhaps there would be fruit- 
ful results from a full-dress dis- 
cussion at a convention in the 
near future.”

PLEASE TELL THIS FELLOW 
TO PIPE DOWN 


LONG BEFORE the prime minister of Israel began 
attacking the American Jewish community—not merely 
the Zionists—this paper was calling on inspired Jewish 
youth not to ignore the challenge that was Israel. 

Nor have we let up on this note—that the great failure 
of the U. S. Jewish community has been the American 
Jewish leadership’s frightened distaste of any mention of 
halutziut. 

While the non-Jewish community would applaud the 
fact of young American Jews joining personally in what 
America considers one of the great rectifications of an 
historical wrong, the Jewish leadership has shunned the 
issue almost to the same extent it would shun advocacy of 
communism. 


THIS HAS been tragic. 

And this has angered Ben-Gurion to the extent that 
his views of the U. S. Jewish community have become 
warped. He doesn’t know what the Jewish community is 
like, and where he sees it as decaying, in actuality it is 
going through a boom period which has amazed the 
U. S. Jewish leadership. 


SO SOMEONE ought to tell him to pipe down. 

The more he spouts off, the more he will obstruct the 
successful development of an ground-swell aliya movement 
which will send thousands of American youth to Israel to 
aid the budding experiment in the rebirth of a democratic 
nation. 

IT IS IN bad taste for Ben-Gurion to tell American 
Jews what they should do in the tones and frame of refer- 
ence he uses. 

And what is in worse taste is the way, and the fre- 
quency, in which Ben-Gurion keeps blackening the name 
of the Jewish community because numbers of them don’t 
hasten to obey his orders to come to Israel. 


THE NATIONAL JEWISH POST AND OPINION can 
say it, and has said it, and says it more vigorously than 
does Ben-Gurion, and with perfect propriety. 

The genius of the prime minister is that he cannot be 
deterred, as some of his assistants seem to be, from remind- 
ing the Jews of the world of their obligations as Jews. 

In his quarrel with the Zionist leadership, we have 
been his lone American supporter. Ben-Gurion has a right 
to tell the Zionist leadership that as long as they are un- 
willing to seek to stimulate aliya to Israel, they are de- 
faulting on their Zionist duties. 

In many an age, when the leadership has been inade- 
quate—as our Zionist leadership is today—the people have 
passed them by, and that is what is happening in the U. S. 
Jewish community. 

THE UNFORTUNATE part is that Ben-Gurion still sees 
the community as on the downgrade even though it started 
an upturn as long as 10 or 15 years ago. 

What is more, despite the unconcern of American Zion- 
ist leadership, The POST and OPINION’s campaign to 
awaken the Jewish community on the matter of aliya is 
beginning to win over popular sentiment among many ele- 
ments of the Jewish community, especiaily those not con- 
nected in an official way with the old-line Zionist 
organizations. 

WE CAN TELL you that within a matter of a year, and 
certainly not much longer than two years, the technical 
facilities for Americans who want to answer this challenge 
of Israel will have been set up. The obstacles which Ben- 
Gurion’s own government hasn’t had the sense to remove 
will have been gotten out of the way, and an American who 
wants to move to Israel won’t have to be either a millionaire 
or a boob. 

Ben-Gurion’s instincts are correct, but his advice and 
information come from people who lack his genius for get- 
ting to the heart of a matter or from people who fawn on 
him so much that their comments are unreliable. As a re- 
sult, he rants when what he should do is explain and 
instruct. 

WHAT IS THE sense of calling on the cream of 
American Jewish youth to come to Israel (NJP, June 20) 
when this is the great unspoken fear of the American Jew- 
sih community—that it will be denuded of the little conse- 
crated youth leadership that there is. 

Why fan the fears of those who do not understand that 
a community like that of the U.S. Jewish community has too 
much leadership—not too little. By giving the young people 
more of a challenge more will respond and both Israel and 
the U. S. Jewish communities will be enriched. 

SO IF SOMEONE will send this editorial to Mr. Ben- 
Gurion perhaps something will be done about aliya on this 
side. But if the prime minister wants to smother a budding 
ground-swell in favor of aliya to Israel, then let him continue 
to pop off as he has been doing now for the past several 
years. 
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WE’RE SURE everyone will be pleased 
that the American Express Co.. has decided to 
reconstitute its operations in Israel to the ex- 
tent that Israel is pleased. 

But there is a lesson in this experience, 
and the lesson is a timely one, 

IT IS TIMELY because it had begun to 
seem that the Jewish leadership in the U. S. 
had lost its courage and had receded from 
the positive position it assumed before and 
just after the creation of Israel. 

We tend to forget the call on us then for 
courageous action at a time when most Amer- 
ican Jews were afraid of their shadow as 
Jews. And it seemed to this paper that the 
U. S. Jewish community was beginning to 
recede to its old position of fear and second- 
class citizenship status. 

THAT IS-WHY this paper called vigor- 
ously for a boycott of the American Express 
Co., and those other American firms, including 
most of the big oil companies, who, by their 
undemocratic action, have caused hardships 
for the budding Jewish state, the lone outpost 
of democracy in the Middle East. 

Boycott is an ugly word. But it is not the 
U. S. Jews who want to boycott anyone. The 
Arab League instituted the boycott to throttle 
Israel economically by cutting it off from all 
sources of supplies and trade. 

MORALITY SAYS that it is wrong to at- 
tack someone. But that same morality orders 
you to defend yourself against attacks. Other- 
wise you are an idiot. 

The sole remaining question was that of 
the propriety of American Jews boycotting 
American firms because these firms had taken 


action against Israel. This is an easy one to - 


answer. If the American firms had justice on 
their side, then U. S. Jews would have no call 
to boycott them, As it was, the U. S. firms 
were being mercenary and lacked courage 
when because of the threat of financial losses 
by the Arabs they were willing to join in an 
action against a defenseless state. 

THIS IS THE situation, analyzed for you. 

In view of this, what was the response of 
various elements of the Jewish community? 

The President’s Conference, although 
after much prodding by The POST and OPIN- 
ION it fina'ly took note of the boycott, was 
hardly vigorous. Only the B'nai Brrith 
was in any way determined “to 
prosecute a counter boycott, although it 
shunned this word. They and the President’s 


yi 
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Conference called it an educational campaign, 
We’re sure this foo'ed no one. What was the 
education for if not to educate American 
Jews—and America as a whole—of the need 
for a counter boycott against a few immoral} 
business organizations. 

A BUSINESS concern is not a philosophi- 
cal group which can be influenced by words, 
Why had they boycotted Israel in the first 
place, if not for mercenary reasons? So would 
they react to a plea that they do the right 
thing? Of course not. 

So much for the President’s Conference, 

Next we come to the ignoble actions of 
the majority of the Anglo-Jewish press. Wag 
it bought off by the advertisements that the 
American Express Co. placed in its columng 
or was it just lazy? We don’t know, although 
the evidence is certainly damaging. Not one 
of these papers to our knowledge even dis- 
cussed the situation editorially even after the 
ads appeared. If one or two did, then that 
hardly alters the criticism ‘against the some 
80-odd English-Jewish papers in the U.. S, 

MANY OF THEM printed without so much 
as changing a comma, a long statement by 
the American Express Co., seeking to relieva 
itself of blame. Then when the Israel con- 
sulate in New York, charged in reply that 
this was an evasion of the real issue, not all 
of them printed this response. 

It is not a pretty picture. 

THE LESSON we've sought to get across 
is that American Jewry needs to be guided 
solely by rules of justice. Discretion should be 
discarded as a guiding principle, and in its 
stead should come courage. One road leads to 
comp!tacency, self-effacement and acceptance 
of second-class citizenship status. The other 
leads to achievement and maturity. 

If ever the Jewish community will learn 
that America applauds those who fight vigor- 
ously for their rights and has nothing but 
contempt for those who quake in their boots 
every time someone looks their way, then it 
will have overcome the biggest obstacle in 
the way toward its self-fulfillment. 

IT IS OUR belief that the American Ex- 
press Co. capitulation has broken the back of 
the Arab boycott in the United States. 

It would take about a week for the British- 
American Tobacco Co., to renew its trade 
with Israel if there began to be a falling off

A Ritual that Only 
Elijah Can Explain

The sedra describes the magic rite by 
which the ancient Israelite would cleanse him- 
self from the defilement of touching a dead 
body. 

A red heifer, “faultless, wherein is no 
blemish, and upon which never came yoke,” 
was to be slain and her 
blood sprinkled before the 
tent of meeting seven times. 
She was then to be burned 
entirely, together with cedar 
wood, hyssop and_ scarlet, 
cast by the priest onto the 


prye. The gathered ashes 
dissolved in fresh water 
were to be sprinkled on 


those who had become con- 
Rabbi Weinstein taminated through contact 
with a dead body. 


MANY 
explain this 


ATTEMPTS 
rite, 


have been made to 
calls attention to the fact that 
faultless red heifers were very rare indeed, 
and it is generally conceded that the cere- 
mony did not survive the destruction of the 
first Temple. It is pointed out, also, that the 
color red is symbolic of sin and that the sex 
of the heifer and the hyssop and cedar are 
symbolic of the life forces which redeem 
from sin.

Some of the commentators are baffled by 
the paradox that the cleansing instrument— 
the ashes of the heifer—also defiles and makes 
it necessary for the officiating priests to bathe 
themselves in running water and separate 
themseives from the community until eve- 
ning. 


YOU CAN ALMOST see the shrug of the 
shoulders in the discussions of Mishna Para 
when the sages are confronted with the enigma 


which in defilement purifies and in cleansing 
makes unclean, 

“What can you do about the wayward 
ambivalences of life?” they seem to say. 

The majority of the rabbis are quite will- 
ing, even anxious, to consign this mystery to 
the hereafter, when Elijah will assist the Lord 
in resolving all the inscrutables. 

Midrash Yelamdenu insists that the ques- 
tion of the red heifers is one of Satan’s favor- 
ite devices by which he would seduce the 
faithful, together with the thorny problems 


of the Levirate marriage, the Azazel and 
Shaatnez. The Midrash cautions the faithful 
to leave the answers to these puzzles to 
Heaven. 


EVEN THE comparative folklorists, like 
Frazier and Doughty, have little to say about 
the red heifer. 

Of course they say the usual things about 
the taboos concerning the touching of the 
dead and the cleansing power attributed to 
water and ashes by all primitive peoples. It 
was W. Robertson Smith who first recognized 
in this practice a piacular throw-back to pagan 
totem worship and who suspected in this rite, 
as in the Azazel and the Golden Calf, the at- 
tempt of primitive man to identify: himself 
with animal gods and gain their peculiar 
virtues by communion, by ingesting the blood, 
the flesh or even the ashes of the totem. 

PERHAPS THE scribes and commenta- 
tors of our tradition also recognized the pagan 
primitivism of this rite and gave it the by- 
pass treatment for fear that the people might, 
in their despair, resurrect the ancient super- 
stitions and cloak them in a new rationale. 

The architects of Judaism had marvelous 
discernment. They sifted and harnessed and 
re-conditioned the vital raw material of prim- 
itive religion and created a _ faith-practice 
which preserved the_ essentials without 
desiccating the roots.

"Orthodox Method of Interpretation Can‘t Be 
Taken Seriously, Rabbi Blumenthal Declares

Orthodox Judaism believes that 
every rabbinic expansion or mod- 
ification of the law was revealed 
at Sinai together with the Bibli- 
cal laws from which it is de- 
rived. Non-Orthedox opinion be- 
lieves that there has been a long 
process of historical development, 
that to understand Jewish law 
and to make decisions in it, one 
must be aware of the process 
and be able to trace it. 

LET US take an illustration. 

Last week I referreq to the 
death penalty in the Tora for 
a variety of sins. The rabbis 
were disturbed about them. To 
reduce the applications of the 
death penalty, they instituted 
the requirement of “warning” 
to a crimina] before the com- 
mission of a crime, if the death 
penalty is to be administered. 
Thus two witnesses would have 
to be present when the erime is 
contemplated; they must warn 
the criminal that the offense is 
punishable by death, specifying 
the particular kind of death; 
the criminal must accept the 
warning and declare his inten- 
tion to violate the Jaw with full 
knowledge of the consequences. 

The crime then must be com- 
mitted immediately lest the of- 
fender have time to change his 
mind. Only under such circum- 
stances, with rare exception. 
the death penalty be imposed for 
the crime. 

THE NET effect of this pro- 
cedure was simple — it reduced 
the number of cases punishable 
by death to the vanishing point. 
This had to be done to bring the 
law up to date. 

The rabbis were so convinced 
of the justice of their procedure, 
that it was inconceivable to 
them that God’s law would not 





this procedure into the case of 
the wood-gathering Sabbath vi- 
olator, insisting that he had 
been so warned (otherwise the 
whole incident, is a miscarriage 
of justice) and then they pro- 
ceeded, according to the school 
of Rabbi Ishmael, to infer from 
this case that such warning is 
ordained in the Tora! 

The rabbis of the Talmud de- 
serve our gratitude for all skill 
with which they extricated Ju- 
daism out of an intolerable situa- 
tion. The law simply could not 
remain in its original formula- 
tion! They instituted changes 
in thousands of cases. 

To maintain the unity and the 
authority of the law, they search- 
ed for validation in the Tora for 
everything that they taught. 
Their genius in adapting the 
laws of the Tora to the needs 
of their day was truly inspired 
and their ingenuity in finding 
“proof” texts is remarkable. 
(This method of interpretation 
is not limited to Jews. The 
Greeks followed a similar pro- 
cedure with the works of 
Homer). 

But for modern Jews to take 
this process seriously, to be- 
lieve that a seemingly super- 
fluous word in the Tora taught 
that the procedure of warning 
the criminal is ordained in the 
Tora is unacceptable to me. 


LET US TAKE a modern 
parallel, 

Next year, 5719, is the shmita 
year, during which the land in 
Israel should lie fallow. Ob- 
viously, to observe the law would 
present a great hardship for 
Israel. Wisely, both the Sephar- 
dic and the Ashkenazic chief 
rabbinates have decided to per- 
mit normal agriculture. How 


did it. It is a creative inter- 
pretation of a Biblical Jaw de- 
signed to meet and solve a spe- 
eific problem. All credit to the 
rabbinate for taking the step, 
but was it ordained at Sinai, or 
is it a realistic and sensible piece 
of legal interpretation? To 
Orthodox Jews today, and if not 
today then 2,000 years hence, 
this will become part of the ora! 
law revealed at Sinai! 

Modern scholarship requires 
that every step in the develop- 
ment of Jewish law, with the 
inter-play of all the inner and 
environmental factors be delin- 
eated clearly. Orthodoxy does 
not understand the historical 
and the sociological approach. 

Nothing illustrates this better 
than Rabbi Donin’s assumption 
that the 13 rules of interpreta- 
tion were revealegq at Sinai. 

Space limitation do not permit 
me to present the evidence here, 
but I refer the reader to an 
article, entitled “Talmud, Her- 
meneutics,” by J. Z. Lauterbach, 
in the Jewish Encyclopedia, Vol 
XII, page 30. 

ORTHODOX “Tora _- scholar- 
ship” is a form of introversion 
which by ,its very nature does 
not understand our past fully. 
It has been incapable of retain- 
ing the loyalty of our people 
since the emancipation because 
of its inherent weaknesses. 

The strength of Orthodoxy in 
this country these past few dec- 
ades is derived from the right- 
wing elements, the Lebavitcher, 
the Satmer movements, etc., 
with which Rabbi Donin differs 
almost as much as I do. Whether 
it will be able to respond to the 
challenge in the new state of 
Israel] still needs to be demon- 
strated.

HAIFA—Last year a large number of Israeli 
Youth attended the Youth Festival in Moscow. 


They met Russian Jews, discovered the in- 
tensity of Jewish feeling which still existed there, 
and even visited services at the Moscow synagogue.

Alpert turn of the delegation to Israel, 
the ministry of education announced that courses 
would be given in all Israeli schools designed to 
provide the youth of the country with a knowl- 
edge and understanding of Jewish religious cus- 
toms, as well as familiarity with Jewish life in the 
diaspora? The announcement received a mixed re- 
a action. Particularly vociferous in opposition were 
the left-wing elements in the government, who 
claimed that this was introducing religion in the 
public schools. The religious groups shrugged; the 
superficial courses suggested would hardly satisfy 
them. 
While the controversy went on in government 


circles, the ministry of education drew up a sylla- 
bus, and thousands of copies were printed for 
distribution in the school system.

What are Israeli children to be taught? 

The program is called the teaching of “Jewish 
Consciousness.” It is intended to give the youth of 
the country a feeling that they are not only Israelis, 
but also Jews. They are to learn that Jewish his- 
tory did not begin with the creation of the state in 
1948, but that there has been a long history of 
Jewish life in the diaspora—and that such Jewish 
life continues. In short, it is a history of the Jewish 
people, as distinct from a history of Israel. 

At the same time, instruction is to be given 
in the religious way of life. The idea is not in- 
struction in ritual nor ceremonial practice, but in 
knowledge and understanding of such practices. 


THE YOUTH WILL be taught the composition 
of the siddur and the High Holy Days prayer 
books; they will learn what a prayer shawl and a 
mezuza are; they will review the procedures used 
in the synagogue in the reading of the Tora. 

The syllabus pinpoints the purpose of the pro- 
gram: To implant in the heart of the child a love

of the Jewish people, and a feeling of respect for 
the moral power which the people showed in the 
batt'e for survival. 

The leftists returned to the attack. The sylla- 
bus provides for a weekly reading in class of parts 
of the Tora portion of the week. 

ISRAELI CHILDREN study the Bible inten- 
sively, but the opponents of religion claimed that the 
fixed weekly reading partook of a ceremony. 

To this, the minister of education replied that 
the custom is some 1700 years old in Jewish life, 
Large groups of Jews all over the world read the 
same portion each week, and this gives Jews a 
sense of mutual identification with each other, 

The minister went further in justifying the 
program. 

Jewish thought and Jewish life should be taught 
not merely as something belonging to ancient his- 
tory, but for the values it might have for our 
own times. The basic moral values of our people, 
as expressed in classics of the prayer book, for 
example, are the foundations of Israel’s legisla< 
tion; the origins of the whole visinary Zionist dream 
which resulted in the creation of the state. 

THE NEXT few months will be occupied in 
explaining the syl!abus, and in training the teachers 
to implement it. 

To American Jews, this program.may sound 
natural, and indeed long over-due, but in the 
milieu of Israel’s secular, labor conscious, anti- 
religious influences, it is a radical step. The gen- 
eral, popular reaction seems to be overwhelmingly 
in favor of the program. 





WASHINGTON (WNS) 
Some 250 Jewish religious ex- 
tremists under the aegis of the

A delegation of the pickets 
which sought to enter the White 
House was blocked by _ secret 
service men because no prior 
appointment had been made 
with the President. 


IN HANDBILLS distributed 
by the marchers there were 
overt suggestions that the U.S 
cease giving economic aid to Is- 
rael. “The divine spirit of the 
Jewish religion,” said the hand.
